So 1 grew a beard, 
was mortified when it turned out 
to be grey ond laughed myself 
sick qne night in a lonely rest 
house when = my_fiveevalve 
recelver picked up Radio Ceylon 
Playing: “When ‘your hair has 
turned to-silver.” 

Lhasa, 12,300 fcet 
level, is a sort of austerity 
Shangri-la, Once inside the 
ornamental West Gale, you begin 
to rehliso what the phrase “ out- 
side world" really means. 

Low, ‘square buildings . sprawl 
over the plain, Few have ginss 
windows. Caravans 
and yaks are constantly arriving. 
I saw only two carts. 

The single motor vehicle — a 
Jeep, inevitably — was In dock 
with starter trouble, There is no 
airport. There are no shops as 
we know them—only street stalls, 
mostly run by women. 

The only drink {s bitter Tibc- 
tan tea, Jaced with butter and 
soda, The Tibetan mates drink 
between 50 and 60 cups a day. 

But the lamaseries’ and tem- 
ples are pucked with treasurc— 
gold and silver ornaments, 
statues, lamps and chalices,

Before starting work I was to 
be recelved by the Dalai Lama. 

Asia’s Buddhists really have 
two rulers—both boys. , 

Sentor is the Dalai Lama, But 
at Kumbum lemasery, in the 
Chinese province of Chinghal, ix 
the 13-year-old Danchen Lama. 

Both were selected for thelr 
strange destinies by missions of 
senlor abbots, after a serics of 
strict tests proved the hours of 
their humble births correspon- 
ded precisely with the hours of 
the deaths of thelr predecessors, 

Both “ reincarnations” are sur- 
rounded by Regents and advisers. 
- Predecessor of the boy Pan- 
chen Lamn fled tq Chinn follow- 
ing a dispute in 1923, 

The Chinese (Communists, 
experts in the “ divide and rule’ 
technique, aim ta split Buddhist 
religious feelings by backing the 
Panchen Lama's claim to a return 
to Lhasa. Thus they will seek to 
excuse thelr march Into Tibet. 

We rode mules on the two-mile 
journey to the Dalai Lama's 
palace—n great citadel looming 
over the city from the top of a 
humped hill. . 

In the waitlng-room, grave, 
shaven-headed monks handed us 
obey of the inevitable Tibetan 
ea. 

Then I joined a Une of people 
edging forward into the throne 
room attendants handed us cere- 
monjal scarves, ae 

I wos asked to ‘remove my 
spectacles, Apparently no per~ 
son is allowed to appear before 
the Dalal Lama wearing “ap- 
pendages which might infer any 
legree of superiority.” - 
But in a few seconds I hod a 
close-up view of His -Holincss—a 
handsome youth with alert eyes. 

I mnde my-obelsance .and the 
Dalat Lama smiled boyishly as 

interpreter explained my 
mission. : 

Obviously he was plensed to 
sce me. He. gave me the “full 
blessing,” leaning forward to tap 
both hands Ughtly on the back of 
my head as he whispered a few 
words. ‘ 


Received with honours 

Then he took a red scarf— 
signifying the highest degree of 
welcome —- from. an attendant 
monk tied it deftly into an intri- 
cate knot and place it around my 
neck, Badly missing my glasses, 
I was terrified that I would bob

My offercd’ the’ tradittonal, “gifts, 
offe jo ‘traditional © 
representing food and imoncy.

Sitting on a lower throne, ot 
right angles ‘to'the Dalal Lama, 
‘was his Regent. I went through 
a similar. ceremony ond. then 
squatted on a rug on the: floor 
near by. . , . 
Monks brought in small. bowls 
of ricc—and more ten. 
After a general blessing by a 
acnlor abbot we backed out, __ 
My nobleman was delighted ‘at 
my performance. As, with great 
relief, I replaced my spectacles, 
he whispered: " You passed with 
honours.” . 
And the three-foot-long scarf 
of simple red silk will always be 
one of my most cherished sou- 
venirs of a strangely moving ex- 
perience. 
ow I was free to make the 
acquaintance of the lonclicst Eu- 
ropean community in the world 
—ali four of them. ‘ 

A” fellow’ Scot, “Hugh” E, 

Richardson, the’ British Agent. 
left for Indian soon after my 
departure. 
ut I soon got to know 50- 
year-old Reginald Fox, M.BE., 
who has become known as the 
“Volce of Lhnsa” because of his 
broadcasts culling attention . to 
Tibet's danger. 
He is the Tibetan Government's 
radio expert, has been in Tibet 
since 1930, speaks the language 
fluently, has a Tibetan wife and 
four children.

Objects of the kind known 
as “flying saucers” were re- 


‘ported to have been’ seen 
winging their way over the 
small. American ‘town of 
Orangeburg, in South Caro- 
lina, on March 9 and 10. 


The “Sunday Dispatch” decided 
to find out*who exactly saw them, 
what they saw, and in what cir- 
cumstances they saw them, 


Many reports about flying sau- 
ters have appeared {n newspapers 
{n all parts of the world: Believ- 
ing that many readers may think 
such reports have been exaggerat- 
ed. ag they were passed from 
mouth to mouth, or by news- 
oapermen with an eye to selling 
their stories to the world’s Press, 
the “Sunday. Dispatch” decided to 
no right ‘to the source: Orange- 
burg, S.C, 


Here, then, is the account’ of 
the Orangeburg flying saucers, os 
told by a local paper, the “Times 
and Democrat,” of Orangeburg. 

The staff writers had nothing 
to gain by writing other ‘than the 
strict facts related by witnesses, 
They knew what‘ they wrote 
would be read by the people who 
had seen the flying saucers. The 
witnesses, similarly, knew their 
accounts would be compared onc 
with another, ~ eee 


‘No explanation’ 


On March 10, the “Times and 
Democrat” printed the following: 
“A ‘lying saucer’ made its. way 
sjowly across the Orangeburg sky 
yeslerday and sank wlth the sete 
ting sun. ‘ 3 


“The strange object was viewed 
by at least five persons who stood 
on Memorla! Plaza and saw the 
bright-shining disc Jeaving a 

-}vupour trail high In the sky. . 

“Observers who saw the 

apparition could offer no ex- 
planation for it. It was’ bardly 
possible that It could be confused 
with a cloud, the moon, a weather 
balloon, or conventional or jet 
ulreraft, they said. . 
“One of the first to see the 
‘saucer’ was Mrs. ‘Donald Law, 
who was walking near’ the Hotel 
Eutaw, Carrying her small son, 
she rnn.to the office of the “Times 
und Democrat,” where her hus- 
bund Js elty editor. 

“Four members of the news- 
paper staff, including publisher J, 

-}L, Sims, hurried to the corner of 
Church and Russell . Street, 
where they: saw the. dise, then 
slowly sinklng behind the Scoville 
building. . 

“At about the same time Harry 
Player, o member. of the "Times 
and Democrat’ composing room 
staff, saw the saucer as he and 
four others ‘were returning from 
Columbia.

“Besides the Orangeburg arca 
the dise was sighted aot Florence, 
Columbia, and Dentsville, Other 
dises were reported seen yester- 
day in many parts of the nation,”

ever, ‘printed the following 
account of saucers seen the fol-
